THE ADMINISTRATOR'S. VISIT TO 
THE VICEROY.: 

The Regimental News for May contains the 
wine interesting sketch :—On the a7th inst. 
>, Fleming, C-M.G,, the Officer Adminis- 

» tenng the Honglong Government, paid an 
official visit to his Excellency the Viceroy of 
Carron, of which the following js a brief account: 
On amtiyal at thé house of H, B. M's Consul, Mr. 
Alabaster, we found invitations to dine with the 
Viceroy awaiting us, Each invitation was written 

‘ona. large red form about: 24'inghes in length 

‘and 12 inches broad, Down .one column were 
punted curious gold characters symbolic of the 
good wishes that the Viceroy entertained for the 

"welfare, prosperity, long.life, arid promotion of the 
recipient.’ Down the second column was written 
the actual invitation in Chinese’ characters, while 
across the third column was the English inter- 
pretation of it, After despatching our cards we 
got into huge’ unwieldly ‘officlal: chairs, and, 
preceded by a guard of CHinese wartiors clad in 
brown hollaed uniforms, each having a white 
circle on his back and chest showing the number 
othisrepiment—1st Battalion Imperial Cantonese 
Fencibles—wended our way along the extremely, 
narrow, ditty, and ungavoury lanes that do duty 
in Canton for streets, to the yamén or palace of 
the Viccroy. This journey lasted quite an hour, 
for it was exceedingly difficult ‘to get'the heavy 
chairs round the {anumerable ‘corners that had 
to-be turned qn route. Close by the palace we 
were startled by a salute fired from vecaghil 
ia- 

tance, a compliment hardly to be expected in 

: the midst of acrawded city. A Chinese guard 

“of honour lined both sides of the road from this 
poirit to the palace, and it was with some 
surprise that one heard, the command “ present 
arms,” givenin excellent English, The “present” 
itself,was smartly performed and was exactly 
similar to our own. Introduction to the Viceroy 
then took place with a good lot of bowing and 
formalitics on both sides. The Viceroy is a 
most gental, hearty, and pleasant looking old 
gentleman, to whom 4. long grey bear and 
moistache give .quite a venerable <air, As 
his “Excellency the Governor ‘had decided 


"not to wear uniforin’ the Viceroy did not-|' 


appear in full dress, but wore a long dark green 
coat with no ornaments whatever, His staff 
consisted of about 20 military officers smartly 
‘dressed in long embroidered, 1 
‘" wearing, official, hats crowned with crystal .or 
brast halls, the rank of the wearer being denoted 
by the colour ; the remainder of his retinue were 
interpreters ot minor officials clad in long blue 
robrs, Tinner was served on a table covered 
with a red cloth, and before-each guest was a lorge 
yellaw embroidered napkin, ‘The Cining room’ 
was enclosed: on three sides only, and through 
the: space where the fourth wall should havo 
been we looked out on a large garden, the 
main’ features of which were a'rockery and a 
tuininture pond. ' Dinner, out of compliment to 
‘his Excellency, was entirely English, and quite 
the best meal we have tasted out of England. 


Half the cooks and a large quantity of the silver | 


plate belonging to the European community had 
een-reqnixitioned for the occasion, which per- 
haps may account for it, Etiquette demanded 
that we should partake of each of the 25 courses, 
afd drink freely every time the Viceroy pro-. 
ged to do so. This he'did with laudable 
_Yegularity until human nature falrly succumbed, 
‘and the praia old gentleman lay back in his 
chair as fhe could eat and drink no more. 
Meanwhile bis two little ‘grandchildren had been 
foraging , round, “occasionally receiving: piece 
of neeatoat or other dainty morsel from 
_ thelr grandiather, and those two young imps had 
been having a regular field day with our head 
‘gear, The tall, hats of his Excellency and the 
private secretary afforded them infinite amuse- 
ment, and those guileless infants rubbed the silk 
the wrong way with fiendish foy, Anguish was 
depicted on the classic brow of.the private 
secretary as he looked on in silent impotence, 
although it was somewhat of a consolation to 
know the hat was borrowed—bis own havin: 
‘been carried out.to sea the day their Roy: 
‘Highnesses the Duke and Duchess
